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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicants' response filed on 11/27/2006 is made of record. Claims 8, 12, 13, 
and 43 are pending. In view of applicants' filing of a Terminal Disclaimer, the provisional 
double patenting rejections made in the previous office action have been obviated. 
However, upon further consideration, the Finality of the previous office action is 
withdrawn to apply the following rejections. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 8, 12, 13 and 43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 

being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 

which applicant regards as the invention. 

1 . Recitation of Y is oxygen, sulfur or nitrogen of a group selected from R a , Rb, R c , 
Xi, X 2 and X 3 in claim 8 renders claim 8 and its dependent claims indefinite as it is not 
clear as recited what is Y-R 10 group is when Y is part of X 1f X 2 and X 3 . As seen, claim 8, 
Xi, X 2 and X 3 are defined as hydrogen, hydroxyl and halide. It is not clear where in 
these said groups Y is linked. It is not clear how the Rio group will be appended. 

2. In addition, R i0 recites amino acid, which is a class of compound not a group. An 
appropriate correction is needed. 

Efforts were made to contact counselor Qing Lin to resolve these two issues by 
examiner's amendment. The counselor was not available and due lack of time this office 
action is issued. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 8, 12, 13 and 43 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome 
the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
